Vancouver Whitecaps 
defeat Los Angeles 
Galaxy 2-1

Beckham mania hit Alberta's capital 
like a prairie thunderstorm yester¬ 
day as England's soccer superstar 
thrilled more than 37,000 fans at 
Commonwealth Stadium. 

David Beckham's name drew an 
explosion of cheers as he was intro¬ 
duced for the friendly match be¬ 
tween the Vancouver Whitecaps 
and the Los Angeles Galaxy. 

Beckham drew an assist in a 2-1 
Galaxy loss and played most of the 
game despite having an injured foot. 

"I'm sure they're satisfied," Beck¬ 
ham said in an interview after the 
game. 

Even when he landed at Edmon¬ 
ton International Airport Monday, 
the city was abuzz and Beckham 
was pleased with Edmonton's wel¬ 
come and the turnout. 

"That's obviously a good for the 
game and a good thing for the 


Galaxy." 

During the pre-game warm up, 
hundreds of fans lined up vying for 
his attention, and at one point a 
woman yelled, "Beckham, I love 
you!" 

"C'mon, look at him, he is just 
gorgeous," said 17-year-old Chasidy 
Yanda who lined up along the front 
end of the stands with her friends to 
get a closer look at the superstar. 

"He's so hot." 

A family wearing Beckham's jer¬ 
seys drove over 500 km from Spirit 
River, Alta., just to see their 
favourite player in Edmonton. 

"I was so excited when I heard 
the news that he was coming here," 
said Joshua Kosabeck who was al¬ 
most speechless when asked about 
his favourite player. 

"I am just so amazed that he is 
standing right there," said 19-year- 
old fan Leanne Evans, who admit¬ 
ted she likes Beckham's soccer 
skills, along with his good looks. 

"I just want to get out there and 
hug him."

Briscoe claims 
accused was on 
top of victim

While he said he can only re¬ 
member flashes of what hap¬ 
pened the night Nina 
Courtepatte was brutally 
murdered, Michael Briscoe 
says he saw one of the peo¬ 
ple accused in a murder trial 
on top of the victim. 

Of five people charged in 
the sex assault and murder, 
only Briscoe has been acquit¬ 
ted, so far. He was testifying 
at the trial of a 19-year-old 
woman who was 16 when 
Courtepatte was killed. She 
is charged with first-degree 


sentence 

Stephanie Bird, who 
was given a 12-year 
prison sentence for 
manslaughter last week, 
can now be legally identi¬ 
fied because she was sen¬ 
tenced as an adult. Bird 
was 17 during the attack 
April 3,2005. 


murder, sexual assault and 
kidnapping. 

"(Joseph Laboucan) asked 
(the accused) to do some¬ 
thing to her, something like 
cutting her throat," said 
Briscoe who would some¬ 
times stop in the middle of 
sentences because he told 
court his memory "was 
toast." 

The woman is the last of 
the five people who have 


been charged in the death of 
Courtepatte to face trial. The 
teen was brutally murdered 
on a golf course west of Ed¬ 
monton after being lured 
from West Edmonton Mall. 

Laboucan and Michael 
Williams are currently serv¬ 
ing life sentences for their 
part in the crime. 

Briscoe says he couldn't 
remember what the woman 
was doing on top of 
Courtepatte and he told 
court that he had a hard time 
seeing things since it was so 
dark when the teen was 
killed. 

Briscoe said he remem¬ 
bered seeing knives, along 
with watching the teen bru¬ 
tally attacked by Laboucan. 

The trial continues.

City plans bid for 
2015 Universiade

Watchful eyes flew through 
city skies yesterday morning, 
as two helicopters chauf- 
feured officials who will ulti¬ 
mately decide if Edmonton 
will host a major sporting 
event in 2015. 

"Canadian Interuniversity 
Sport (CIS) is delighted that 
Edmonton has signaled its 
interest in being a Canadian 
bid city for the 2015 Univer¬ 
siade Games," said CIS CEO 
Marg McGregor. 

In their time in Edmonton, 
CIS representatives spent 
time reviewing proposed 
business plans, budgets and 
facilities. McGregor said it 
was important for she and 
her colleagues to walk away 
sharing the vision U of A offi¬ 


cials have for the 2015 
games, and the partnership 
that could be struck between 
the two organizations. 

"It's quite impressive to see 
the number of recreational 
facilities and parks from 500 
feet in the air," McGregor 
said. "Clearly the founders of 
the city had great vision to 
carve out that much recre¬ 
ational space for athletics." 

Representatives from the 
University of Alberta feel 


they're in pole position when 
stacking up Edmonton's 
sporting facilities against 
other Canadian cities. 

Though there are no other 
cities in contention for the 
summer games at the mo¬ 
ment, Quebec City has put in 
a bid for the 2015 winter 
games. CIS officials will have 
to pick between the two, and 
will make their decision 
within a year.

B.C. helicopter 
crash kills four 


Chopper goes 
down in Cranbrook 

A pedestrian was among 
four people killed when a 
helicopter crashed into a res¬ 
idential neighbourhood in 
Cranbrook, B.C., yesterday. 

The helicopter with three 
people on board appeared to 
hover as if looking for a 
landing spot before it 
crashed onto a street and 
burst into flames, according 
to officials and witnesses. 

Witnesses told local media 
the pedestrian appeared to 
have been dragged by the 


helicopter as it crashed to 
the ground, and bystanders 
attempted to pull the person 
from the flames but failed. 

The cause of the crash 
was not immediately 
known, but the weather 
conditions were described as 
good. 

The Bell 206 helicopter 
was working under contract 
for BC Hydro, the provincial 
electrical utility, according to 
the Transportation Safety 
Board, which was sending 
investigators to the commu¬ 
nity about 200 km south¬ 
west of Calgary. reuters

Death toll hits 13,000 

Chinese officials 
fear the worst as 
60,000 missing 

The death toll in China's 
earthquake climbed past 
13,000 yesterday and looked 
set to rise much higher after 
media said some 19,000 peo¬ 
ple were buried in rubble in 
just one area. 

Rain and severed roads 
hampered rescuers in the 
mountainous area near the 
epicentre of Monday's 7.9- 
magnitude quake in the 
southwestern province of 
Sichuan, China's worst 
earthquake in three decades. 

State media reported dev¬ 
astation as troops reached 
stricken villages near the epi¬ 
centre in Wenchuan, a re¬ 
mote county cut off by 
landslides about 100 kilome¬ 
tres northwest of the provin¬ 
cial capital, Chengdu. 

Officials have said more 
powerful aftershocks could 
hit the region and mudslides 
may add to the toll where 
60,000 people were unac¬ 
counted for. 

More than 50,000 troops 
joined disaster relief efforts 
or were advancing to the

Seven bombs ripped through

The bombs, 
many strapped to 
bicycles, exploded 
within minutes of 
each other in 
Jaipur's pink walled city, a 
magnet for foreign tourists. 

It was the deadliest bomb 
attack in India in nearly two 
years. 

Around 150 people were 
wounded and local television 
stations broadcast appeals 
for blood donations. 

Police officers said no 


group had admitted respon¬ 
sibility for the blasts. Televi¬ 
sion channels quoted 
government and intelligence 
officials as blaming 
Pakistani or 

Bangladeshi Is¬ 
lamist militant 
groups. 

'According to the 
information I have 
received 60 people 
have died and 150 
have been injured," Ra¬ 
jasthan's chief minister Va- 
sundhara Raje said. 

Officials said the apparent 
motive for the bombs was to 
undermine a peace process 
between India and Pakistan 
or foment communal vio¬ 
lence in India.

B aseball’s Battle of 

Bats starts next week. 
That’s when major- 
league executives will for¬ 
mally ask players to stop 
stepping to the plate with 
maple bats. The execs will 
ask them to use ash bats 
instead. 

The requests, of course, 
will be denied by the play¬ 
ers’ association since 
nearly half the hitters in 
MLB — including the Blue 
Jays’ Vernon Wells — prefer 
maple. It’s been this way 
since Ottawa manufacturer 
Sam Holman first intro¬ 
duced maple bats to slug¬ 
gers such as Joe Carter and 
Barry Bonds late last 
decade. Many feel maple 
bats are harder than ash 
bats and enhance their 
power and hitting abilities. 

As reported here yester¬ 
day, however, MLB wants to 
abolish maple bats because 
of concerns that they’re 
shattering too frequently 
and endangering lives. 

What we didn’t mention 
yesterday is that a re¬ 
searcher hired by MLB has 
found that maple is actu¬ 
ally no better for batters 
than ash.

“The two woods are es¬ 
sentially the same at bat- 
ted-ball speeds,” said Jim 
Sherwood of the Baseball 
Research Centre at the Uni¬ 
versity of Massachusetts.

Sherwood also discov¬ 
ered that, while ash bats 
crack, maple bats snap, 
causing sharp-ended bar¬ 
rels to fly often and unpre- 
dictably.

Six Canadian couples, repre¬ 
sentative of the new Nissan 
Rogue's target market, expe¬ 
rienced what professional 
auto writers take for granted 
recently, when they were in¬ 
vited to drive the compact 
crossover and give their im¬ 
pressions of it. 

Their "Rogue Weekend" 
began with an advanced driv¬ 
ing course at the PMG Tech¬ 
nologies skidpad near 
Montreal, and 
concluded 
with an exten¬ 
sive two-day 
test drive to 
Ottawa over a 
variety of back 
roads and 
highways in 
real winter 
conditions. 

It began to snow as the 
group arrived at PMG Tech¬ 
nologies where they were met 
by professional racing driver- 
turned-instructor, Guy Lahaie 
of Trois Rivieres, Que. 

Lahaie's mission: To teach 
the group advanced driving 
skills with the focus on skid 
control, proper use of the anti¬ 


lock braking system, and col¬ 
lision avoidance techniques. 

As the snowfall intensified, 
the drivers took turns 
through the various courses 
and with each consecutive 
pass, their confidence and 
skill levels rose. 

From Blaineville, the group 
motored to Chateau Monte¬ 
bello where they anticipated 
a challenging drive to Ottawa 
the next morning through 
spectacular Laurentian 
Mountains scenery. 

Sean Kavanaugh of Burling¬ 
ton, Ont., liked the steering 
wheel's wide range of position 
settings, large 
print and eas¬ 
ily identifiable 
switches and 
controls, while 
his wife, Alli¬ 
son, especially 
liked the 
heated seats 
andseatbacks. 

Six-foot tall Ally Isted, also 
of Burlington, found entering 
and exiting the vehicle "ex¬ 
tremely easy." 

Everything important was 
easily within reach for Eva 
Choe of Toronto, who liked 
the seat warmers and the 
large, round knobs for the 
heating and air conditioning. 

Jeff Chan of Hamilton of¬ 


fered kudos for "great seats 
and height adjustments on the 
non-powered front seat in his 
tester." 

For Frank Verrilh of 
Tbronto: "The radio controls in 
the steering wheel make it 
easier for the single driver, as 
well as safer." 

"We purposely drove over 
bumps to get a feel for the 
ride comfort level," said Ally 
Isted, "and the bumps felt al¬ 
most non-existent." 

All around visibility was 
"quite good," said Mat Ro¬ 
driguez, though the view di¬ 
rectly rearward was restricted 
by the "smallish back win¬ 
dow," a point noted by more 
than half of the drivers. 

Tammy Chan found the 
brakes quick to respond, and 
weren't too touchy. "The steer¬ 
ing wheel felt like a true exten¬ 


sion of my arms," she said. 

Said hubby Jeff, "the ride is 
slightly stiff, but I'll take that 
over a tall vehicle that wants 
to lean in the corners." 

The Vehicle Dynamic Con¬ 
trol "made a huge difference" 
during the car control exer¬ 
cises, said Monika Bujalska of 
Toronto. Even through slalom 
cones on snow and ice, "the 
vehicle responds remarkably 
to steering commands." 

Oscar Valencia, who 
moved to Canada from Co¬ 
lumbia nine years ago, noted 
that a big part of driving in 
Canada "is doing it in snowy 
conditions, and this car re¬ 
sponded perfectly." 

"When I slammed on the 
brakes, I was still in control 
and was able to steer where I 
wanted to go," said Allison 
Kavanaugh. 


The continuously variable 
transmission was a unani¬ 
mous hit. "Totally seamless 
and extremely smooth," pro¬ 
nounced Oscar Valencia. "I'm 
sold," said Jeff Chan. 

Tammy Chan found back¬ 
seat room "nice and tall with 
lots of leg room. We could 
easily load up our kids and 
their three hockey bags." 

Several drivers noted that 
the front passenger seatback 
flipped forward a tad too 


forcefully when unlatched. 

In the end, the Rogue re¬ 
ceived high marks all around, 
with 75 per cent of the drivers 
saying it exceeded their expec¬ 
tations, and the remaining 
quarter saying it met theirs. 

Thirty-three per cent (four 
drivers) rated the Rogue as 
"excellent" value for money 
and 50 per cent viewed it as 
"above average." Two drivers 
called it "good" value.

Old English town 
held reins to 
industry in 1800s

I f you have ever wondered 
what it would have been 
like to live in Britain dur¬ 
ing the Industrial Revolution, 
then visit Blists Hill Victorian 
Town in Shropshire, England. 

You can truly step back in 
time at Blists Hill. It's just 
one of nine museums in the 
Ironbridge area — including 
the Jackfield Tile Museum, 
Coalport China Museum, 
Museum of Iron and the Iron 
Bridge itself, the world's first 
cast iron bridge, built in 1779 
over the River Severn — that 
showcase the best of the 
birthplace of the Industrial 
Revolution. Located in the 
heart of England, the area is 
considered so historically im¬ 
portant that it is now a UN¬ 
ESCO World Heritage Site. 

Each building in the Victo¬

shops, workplaces and 
homes, offering an astound¬ 


ing insight into what life was 
like more than 100 years ago. 

Turn your pounds into 
shillings in the Victorian 
Lloyds bank and leave con¬ 
temporary England behind. 
Treat yourself to a bag of 
candy from the sweet shop, 
buy some freshly baked 
bread and see what's on offer 
in the grocers, chemists, can¬ 
dle makers and printers for 
all your turn of the century 
needs. 

At lunchtime, you can send 
your children off to the 


school, where they will be 
taught a lesson, Victorian- 
style, with chalk and black¬ 
board, by a strict and smartly 
dressed head teacher. Mean¬ 
while, you can nip off for a 
pint of traditional ale in the 
wood-panelled Victorian pub, 
where the locals gather 
round the piano for an old- 
fashioned singalong. 

If you want you can even 
be Victorian and actively par¬ 
ticipate in the experience. 
Enrol in the blacksmithing 
course — the wrought iron 


works at Blists Hill is the only 
working iron foundry in Eu¬ 
rope — and you'll be taught 
how to heat iron and steel 
until it is white hot before 
hammering it into shape on 
the anvil. Using traditional 
blacksmithing skills you'll be 
taught how to make objects 
including a fire poker, leaf 
key ring and coat hook. It's 
serious work, though, with 
amateur blacksmiths feeling 
the heat and developing giant 
blisters on their hands as 
they hammer repeatedly at 
the iron rod to knock it into 
shape. 

Despite the hard labour, 
it's a course people find cre¬ 
ative, inspiring and reward¬ 
ing. As most of us urban 
types don't actually get to 
make anything after school 
age — we just buy things 
then throw them away — 
most people find it satisfying 
to put time into producing 
something useful and durable 
in the blacksmithing course. 

And with the world's cur¬ 
rent problems of environ¬ 
mental sustainability in 
mind, it's also one of the in¬ 
teresting things about visit¬ 
ing Blists Hill, and learning 
about how the Victorians 
lived.
